REMARKS 



This is a full and timely response to the outstanding non-final Office action of April 17, 
2008. The Examiner has required the Applicant to elect to prosecute one of three groups of 
claims identified in the Office Action. In response to the restriction requirement, Applicant 
respectfully elects to prosecute the claims of Group III, corresponding to claims 28-29, and 31-33, 
without traverse.
